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Although  this  is  called  the  “Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health”  and  is  a  statutory  responsibility  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  to  provide,  the  greater  part  of  the  matters  contained  in 
the  report  is  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  the  Councils 
and  gives  an  account  of  the  work  carried  out  by  them  during  the 
year.  While,  in  law,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  said  to  be  in 
general  direction  of  the  work  of  Public  Health  Inspectors,  these 
officials  are  nowadays  so  well  qualified  and  experienced  that  often 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  some  difficulty  in  keeping  pace 
with  them.  However,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  can  still  come 
into  the  picture  in  providing  new  ideas,  in  trying  to  produce  a 
common  policy  between  one  council  and  another  and  in  keeping 
the  health  of  the  district  and  matters  affecting  health  under  constant 
review. 

During  1963  the  full  report  of  the  1961  Census  for  Warwickshire 
was  published.  At  times  there  are  complaints  that  little  progress  in 
public  health  is  being  made  and  it  is  a  service  which  ordinarily  goes 
quietly  along  without  hitting  the  headlines.  When  the  Public  Health 
Service  does  appear  in  the  headlines,  the  work  that  it  does  do  -  and 
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what  it  can  do  -  is  very  often  revealed  in  an  exaggerated  light.  I 
thought  it  might  be  of  interest  in  this  preamble  to  compare  certain 
aspects  of  public  health  which  appeared  in  the  Census  Report  of 
1951  and  the  Census  Report  of  1961. 

Although  these  items  are  no  longer  the  direct  responsibility  of 
the  Public  Health  Departments  since  they  are  matters  for  Engineers, 
Surveyors  and  Architects,  they  are  basically  public  health  problems 
whether  they  are  dealt  with  directly  by  Public  Health  Departments 
or  not. 

Very  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  certain  matters  of 
public  health  over  the  ten-year  period  between  the  Census  Reports.

These  two  tables  demonstrate  very  definitely  the  great  improve¬ 
ment  in  basic  household  amenities.  To  some  extent,  the  percentages 
will  not  be  entirely  comparable  since  in  the  ten  years  between  the 
two  Census  Reports  a  considerable  amount  of  new  house  building 
with  all  the  amenities  has  taken  place.  These  new  houses  will,  of 
course,  to  some  extent,  produce  too  rosy  a  picture. 

When  comparing  one  County  District  with  another  it  may  be 
thought,  where  piped  water  is  concerned,  that  Stratford-on-Avon 
Rural  District  is  too  far  behind  the  other  District  Councils.  The 
higher  percentage  of  households  without  piped  water  in  this  Rural 
District  is  explained  mainly  by  the  large  number  of  residential 
caravans  which,  of  course,  do  not  have  piped  water  taken  into  the 
dwelling. 

During  the  next  ten-year  period  there  will  be,  once  again,  a 
decrease  in  the  number  of  dwellings  lacking  these  amenities.  This 
will  come  about,  not  only  by  greater  pressure  being  put  on  owners 
to  take  up  Improvement  Grants,  but  also  by  the  encouragement  of 
house  owners  and  occupiers  to  make  use  of  the  new  sewers  and 
sewage  treatment  schemes  which  are  proceeding  fast  at  long  last  in 
all  three  Rural  Districts. 

The  second  pamphlet  which  is  made  available  to  all  District 
Councils,  and  which  well  repays  studying,  is  the  booklet  about 
County  finance  and  statistics  which  comes  out  each  year  from  the 
County  Treasurer’s  Department.  The  figures  given  will  not  entirely 
correspond  with  the  figures  given  in  this  Annual  Report  since  the 
County  Treasurer’s  Report  is  based  on  financial  years  rather  than 
calender  years.  It  is  interesting,  however,  to  compare  one 
District  Council  with  another,  as  I  have  done  in  the  past,  where 
Improvement  Grants  are  concerned : _

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Since,  generally  speaking,  these  Improvement  Grants  only  relate 
to  private  houses,  it  is  of  some  interest  to  work  out  a  percentage  of 
private  houses  improved  in  the  four  District  Council  areas.  The 
total  number  of  Improvement  Grants  given  has,  therefore,  been 
applied  to  the  number  of  private  houses  in  the  Districts  in  1950.  In 
1950  there  was  still  strict  control  of  private  house  building  and 
nearly  all  houses  in  this  total  were  built  before  1939. 

All  Councils  which  have  not  improved  their  old  type  Council 
houses,  as  Shipston-on-Stour  Rural  District  Council  have  done,  arc 
speeding  on  with  this  modernisation.  To  some  extent  the  improve¬ 
ment  grants  reflect  this. 

In  all  public  health  work,  it  is  necessary  to  decide  what  aspects 
should  have  priority  of  the  attention  of  the  officials  concerned.  All 
Councils,  if  they  know  the  facts,  will  be  worried  at  the  effect  of  the 
new  Shops,  Offices  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963.  It  is  obvious  that 
the  amenities  provided  in  premises  referred  to  in  the  Act  must  be 
brought  up  to  a  good  standard.  The  amount  of  work  arising  from 
the  Act  is  prodigious  and  can  only  be  done  in  a  reasonable  period 
of  time  either  by  jettisoning  other  public  health  work  or  by  Councils 
attempting  to  recruit  additional  staff.  Recruitment  of  additional  staff 
is  extremely  difficult  since  there  is  not  adequate  trained  staff  in  the 
country.  More  public  health  staff  can  only  be  obtained  by  one 
Council  over-bidding  the  salary  paid  by  another  Council.  This  is  a 
wrong  principle  and,  until  a  decision  is  made  by  the  authorities 
concerned  that  Public  Health  Inspectors  deserve  better  payment 
than  the  authorised  scales  provide,  there  will  be  no  hope  of  attracting 
more  younger  men  into  the  profession. 

Discussions  are  proceeding  between  District  Councils  and  the 
County  Council  as  to  how  much  control  there  should  be  of  new 
housing  development  in  the  parishes.  This  is  a  very  complicated 
matter  in  Rural  Districts,  since  a  balance  must  be  struck  between 
allowing  small  out  of  the  way  villages  to  fade  into  oblivion  as  so 
often  happened  in  the  Middle  Ages  and  permitting  so  much  develop¬ 
ment  that  they  lose  the  village  atmosphere.  Quite  apart  from 
immigration  into  the  area  from  outside,  the  natural  increase  in 
population  rises  continually.  Five  years  ago  in  1959  there  were  1,031 
births  in  the  Area:  in  1963  there  were  1,226.  There  is  no  fear  as 
was  thought  some  years  ago  that  we  shall  have  an  unduly  ageing 
population  with  this  size  of  birth  rate.  It  does  mean  that  planning 
ahead  is  vitally  necessary  to  provide  adequate  numbers  of  houses 
with  all  modern  facilities,  to  remember  always  that  sewage  and  water 
schemes  were  designed  for  a  lesser  demand,  to  try  to  keep  pace  with 
the  need  for  maternity  homes,  hospitals  and  schools,  to  plan  ahead 
to  provide  adequately  for  all  the  Social  Services.  All  of  these  will 
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inevitably  mean  that  more  money  has  to  be  found  in  the  way  of 
rates  and  taxes  and  that  little  economy  can  be  practised,  where  the 
fundamental  needs  of  public  health  are  concerned. 

STAFF 

I  have  made  known  my  gratitude  to  Public  Health  Inspectors 
earlier  on  in  this  report.  It  would  not  be  right  to  close  this  introduc¬ 
tion  without  giving  thanks  to  the  staff  in  the  office  and  to  other 
officials  of  the  District  Councils.  I  am  most  grateful  to  them  for  the 
help  they  have  been  to  me  during  the  year.

HOUSING  ACT,  1957 

The  representation  and  demolition  order  with  regard  to  the  individual  unfit 
premise  was  made  for  a  Single  Storey  structure  in  Vincent  Avenue  being  used 
for  human  habitation.  The  building  was  also  in  a  filthy  and  verminous  condition. 

The  two  Clearance  Orders  related  to  Nos.  13,  13a,  14,  14a,  15,  16  and  17 
Windsor  Street  and  the  six  houses  numbered  30-35  (inclusive)  Ely  Street. 

Three  houses  Nos.  176-180  Alcester  Road  were  demolished  following  demoli¬ 
tion  orders  previously  made  and  the  six  houses  Nos.  33-43  Post  Office  Row 
subject  to  a  clearance  order  were  demolished. 


HOUSING  ACT,  1961 
Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

Formal  action  was  taken  in  respect  of  two  three-storeyed  terraced  houses 
being  let  to  separate  individuals  and  families. 

In  both  cases  direction  orders  were  made  under  Section  19  fixing  a  limit  on  the 
number  of  individuals  who  should  live  in  the  houses  in  their  present  condition ; 
and  notices  under  Section  15  requiring  the  provision  of  adequate  personal 
washing  facilities  for  each  separate  letting. 

The  multi-occupied  houses  were  found  to  be  satisfactorily  managed  and  gross 
overcrowding  had  not  occurred  before  the  direction  orders  were  made. 

Area  Improvement  of  Houses 

The  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  circular  42/62  stated 
that  he  wanted  to  see  a  very  big  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  being  improved. 
The  aim  was  to  secure  an  increased  use  of  improvement  grants  among  older 
properties  of  a  suitable  and  homogenous  type  and  obtain  the  complete  improve¬ 
ment  of  areas  or  streets  of  houses  which  have  the  capacity  to  warrant  the  provi¬ 
sion  of  modern  amenities  and  justify  the  operation  of  area  improvement. 

In  one  area  surveyed,  which  comprised  62  dwellings,  the  following  conditions 
were  found  to  exist : — 

(a)  Houses  provided  with  all  standard  amenities  .  31 

(Owner  occupied  22.  Tenanted  9) 

(b)  Houses  not  provided  with  all  standard  amenities  .  31 

1.  Owner/occupied  and  not  wanted  ...  4 

2.  Tenanted  and  not  wanted  .  14 
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3.  Owner/occupied  and  wanted  .  4 

4.  Tenanted  and  wanted  .  9 

Understandably  the  majority  of  houses  where  the  modern  amenities  were  not 
wanted  were  occupied  by  elderly  persons  who  did  not  wish  to  be  disturbed. 

A  survey  of  a  corresponding  type  of  area  in  another  part  of  the  town  showed  a 
somewhat  similar  pattern. 

The  owners  of  houses  whose  tenants  wanted  the  standard  amenities  to  be 
provided  were  written  to  urging  them  to  carry  out  the  improvements,  and  their 
attention  was  drawn  to  the  grants  available  for  that  purpose.  Although  further 
tentative  enquiries  were  made  in  a  few  cases  nothing  really  tangible  developed 
from  this  persuasive  action. 

The  obstacle — and  it  is  a  difficult  one — mainly  appears  to  be  in  the  fact  that 
the  dwellings  are  not  owned  by  companies  with  a  greater  possibility  of  having 
capital  resources  to  carry  out  improvement  works,  but  are  in  the  ownership  of 
different  individual  landlords  with,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  no  ready  capital 
available  to  invest  for  improvements,  despite  the  return  of  12^  per  cent  on  the 
capital  expenditure  by  increased  rental  on  the  cost  of  the  improvement  works. 
On  the  other  hand  it  has  been  noted  that  dwellings  having  become  vacant  and 
put  up  for  sale  in  the  areas  have  been  immediately  improved  by  the  new  owners. 

It  is  now  generally  accepted  and  concern  expressed  at  the  large  number  of 
houses  which  are  substantially  built  and  will  have  to  remain  as  dwellings  for  a 
long  period  of  years  but  lack  such  essential  amenities  as  baths,  hot  water  systems 
and  indoor  water  closets. 

It  is  the  function  of  local  authorities  to  endeavour  to  secure  improved  housing 
standards.  A  dwelling  without  a  bath  or  indoor  w.c.  is  loosely  described  now 
as  being  sub-standard  and  an  unfit  house  when  in  accordance  with  the  statutory 
standard  laid  down  in  Section  4,  Housing  Act,  1957,  this  is  not  so.  Understand¬ 
ably,  there  is  a  natural  reluctance  to  suggest  an  extension  of  compulsory  powers, 
but  persuasion  and  encouragement  will  not  always  result  in  the  desired  improve¬ 
ments  by  the  aid  of  grants  being  carried  out.  It  is  apparent  that  such  a  desired 
increase  in  the  improvement  of  the  older  sound  houses  will  only  be  brought 
about  as  a  function  of  local  authorities  by  working  systematically  through 
suitable  areas  oi  streets  as  a  whole  which  will  require  careful  phrasing  having 
regard  to  the  capability  of  the  building  force  available  in  districts  by  the  declara¬ 
tion  of  improvement  areas.  Part  II  of  the  new  Housing  Bill  printed  in  November 
1963  contains  proposals  to  confer  powers  and  duties  on  local  authorities  to 
compel  the  carrying  out  of  works  for  the  improvement  of  dwellings  which  are 
without  all  or  any  of  the  standard  amenities.

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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 

Section  2— Food  Not  of  the  Nature,  Substance  or  Quality  Demanded 

Proceedings  were  taken  against  the  food  manufacturers  in  respect  of  the 
following : — 

(1)  Piece  of  wire  embedded  in  a  codeine  tablet.  Fine  of  £50  was  imposed. 

(2)  Pint  of  milk  containing  dried  milk  solids,  sandy  matter  and  mould  growth. 
Fine  of  £15  with  costs  was  imposed. 

Section  8 — Food  Unfit  for  Consumption 

(1)  Sale  of  mouldy  pork  pie.  Fine  of  £20  was  imposed  on  the  retailer. 

(2)  Sale  of  mouldy  pikelets  in  a  cellophane  packet.  Upon  investigation  of  this 
complaint  it  was  found  that  inoculation  of  fresh  pikelets  with  mould 
spores  from  the  pikelets  affected  showed  rapid  and  extensive  mould  growth 
after  three  days.  Pikelets  made  of  free  running  batter  contain  a  high  per¬ 
centage  of  water  and  cannot  be  guaranteed  to  keep  mould  free  in  cellophane 
packs  under  warm  weather  conditions  longer  than  48  hours.  Owing  to  the 
period  intervening  between  the  purchase  of  the  packet  of  pikelets  and  the 
discovery  that  they  were  mouldy  when  removed  from  the  packet  it  had 
not  been  possible  to  establish  whether  or  not  the  pikelets  were,  in  fact, 
affected  with  mould  growth  at  the  time  of  sale.  It  was  decided  that  no 
proceedings  be  taken  against  the  retailer. 

Past  investigations  of  complaints  about  the  sale  of  pre-packed  perishable 
articles  of  food  such  as  meat  pies  in  a  mouldy  condition  often  appear  to  show 
an  error  in  stock  rotation  and  storage  being  the  fault. 

The  manufacturers  of  pre-packed  meat  pies  do  not  consider  the  date  stamping 
of  these  perishable  foodstuffs  necessary  and  rely  on  their  own  system  of  code 
dating,  stock  controls  and  delivery  service  to  ensure  that  every  article  is  delivered 
to  customers  in  factory  fresh  condition. 

There  is  an  onus  on  the  retailer  to  be  satisfied  that  his  system  of  stock  control 
and  storage  is  efficient  to  prevent  an  article  if  delivered  fresh  being  sold  stale  or 
mouldy. 

Consideration  was  given  to  this  matter  by  the  Health  Committee  and  copies 
of  a  Code  of  Practice  on  Care  in  the  Storage  and  Handling  of  Meat  Pies  drawn 
up  in  co-operation  with  the  Food  Manufacturers  Federation  were  sent  to  occu¬ 
piers  of  all  food  premises  in  the  Borough  where  meat  pies  are  retailed. 

Unsound  Food 

One  hundred  and  seven  visits  have  been  made  to  premises  for  the  purpose  of 
inspection  and  dealing  with  unsound  food.  All  condemned  food  is  disposed  of 
by  burying  at  the  Corporation  controlled  tip  and  suitably  treated  when  necessary.

No  ice-cream  is  manufactured  in  the  Borough  and  all  the  retail  premises  are 
supplied  by  the  large  manufacturing  firms.  Seventy-three  premises  are  registered 
for  the  purpose. 

FOOD  HYGIENE  (GENERAL)  REGULATIONS,  1960 

The  routine  inspections  which  it  was  possible  to  make  to  the  food  premises 
showed  that  a  general  overall  satisfactory  standard  was  maintained.  All  the 
premises  where  open  food  is  handled  to  which  the  regulations  apply  are  equipped 
with  washing  facilities  with  a  supply  of  cold  water  and  constant  hot  watei  for 
personal  hygiene. 

During  the  year  the  Chamber  of  Trade  drew  attention  to  complaints  that  had 
been  made  about  dogs  being  allowed  to  be  taken  into  food  shops  as  an  unhygienic 
and  dangerous  practice.  With  the  approval  of  the  Health  Committee  appropriate 
notices  requesting  that  dogs  not  be  taken  into  food  shops  were  distributed  to 
occupiers  of  all  food  shops  asking  for  them  to  be  prominently  displayed.  In 
the  event  the  notices  weie  conspicuous  by  their  absence.  Generally  the  occupiers 
are  not  desirous  of  dogs  being  allowed  to  be  brought  into  food  shops,  but  are 
quite  naturally  averse  to  giving  offence  to  any  customers  by  the  voluntary 
display  of  notices. 

It  is  widely  recognised  that  dogs  should  be  kept  out  of  food  shops  and  an 
appropriate  amendment  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  would  be  a  practicable 
way  of  enforcement  with  due  allowance  to  be  made  in  so  far  as  guide  dogs  for 
the  blind  are  concerned.

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SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 


The  new  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963  came  into  operation  on  the  1st 
October,  1963.  The  main  intent  of  the  regulations  is  to  make  it  mandatory 
for  local  authorities  to  ensure  that  all  home  killed  meat  is  inspected  before  it 
leaves  the  slaughterhouse.  A  100  per  cent  inspection  has  always  been  maintained 
at  the  two  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough  although  this  entails  the  whole  of  the 
time  of  an  inspector  being  spent  on  meat  inspection  duty. 

Other  main  provisions  of  the  regulations  are : — 

(1)  Meat  must  not  be  lemoved  from  a  slaughterhouse  until  it  has  been  in¬ 
spected. 

(2)  Meat  inspected  and  passed  as  fit  for  human  consumption  must  be  marked 
with  the  local  authorities’  mark  and  the  stamp  must  identify  the  inspector 
who  carried  out  the  inspection  , 

On  the  financial  side  the  Regulations  discontinued  the  small  Exchequer 
Grant  paid  for  meat  inspection  and  introduced  charges  for  inspection 

The  Council  fixed  the  maximum  charges  under  the  Regulations  to  be  paid 
by  the  persons  being  licensed  in  respect  of  slaughterhouses  as  follows ; — 

For  every  horse  or  bovine  animal  other  than  a  calf  . . .  2/6 

For  every  calf  or  pig  . 9d 

For  every  sheep,  lamb  or  goat  . 6d

DISINFESTATION  AND  DISINFECTION 

Fifteen  premises  were  disinfested  for  various  insect  pests  and  two  premises 
were  fumigated.  Additionally,  the  Department  was  called  upon  to  deal  with 
the  eradication  of  107  wasps’  nests. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

A  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  and  generally  twice  weekly  from  hotels 
and  restaurants  is  maintained.  Particularly  where  storage  space  is  restricted 
at  some  restaurants  the  refuse  is  removed  more  frequently  during  the  season. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  on  the  Unicorn  Meadows,  Warwick  Road,  and 
a  mechanical  shovel  is  used  in  controlling  tipping  to  maintain  a  satisfactory 
covering  of  the  tipped  refuse. 

During  the  warm  weather  periods  insecticidal  treatments  of  the  tip  are  carried 
out  daily  to  control  flies  and  other  insect  pests  and  the  tip  is  frequently  surveyed 
for  rodent  infestation.

Tollgate  Caravan  Site,  Warwick  Road 

In  accordance  with  amendments  to  a  Discontinuance  of  Authorised  Use 
Order  (No.  1)  1961,  made  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
following  the  hearing  of  objections  made  to  the  original  order,  site  licences  were 
issued  in  August  in  respect  of  the  continued  use  of  the  land  as  a  residential 
caravan  site. 

The  licences  authorised  the  use  of  the  land  for  the  nine  caravans  that  existed 
until  September  1967  and  thereafter  for  six  caravans.  A  period  of  twelve  months 
was  given  to  provide  the  requisite  hardstandings,  footpaths  and  additional 
sanitary  accommodation  with  baths  and  laundry  facilities. 

A  licence  was  granted  under  Section  269,  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  for  the 
use  of  a  field  at  the  Elms  Farm,  Tiddington,  from  1st  April  to  30th  October 
for  40  tents. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

Ninety  nine  complaints  were  received  and  during  the  year  regular  survey  work 
has  been  maintained  and  treatments  carried  out  where  necessary.  This  is  reflected 
in  the  fact  that  no  reservoir  or  major  infestations  of  rats  were  required  to  be 
dealt  with.  The  refuse  tip  and  sewage  disposal  works  received  regular  attention.

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OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

The  above  was  placed  on  the  Statute  Book  during  the  year  to  come  into 
operation  on  such  days  in  1 964  as  the  Minister  of  Labour  may  appoint. 

Compared  with  legislation  governing  the  health  and  welfare  of  persons 
employed  in  factories  statutory  control  of  conditions  for  persons  employed  in 
offices  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  in  shops,  has  been  weak  and  lacking  in  detail. 

The  declared  object  of  the  Act  is  “  to  set  standards  of  health,  welfare  and 
safety  of  employees  in  office,  shop  and  railway  premises.” 

Occupiers  will  be  required  to  make  application  to  register  the  premises  and 
detailed  inspections  will  have  to  be  made  in  which  compliance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  is  assessed. 

The  number  of  non-industrial  premises  that  will  be  subject  to  registration, 
inspections  and,  subsequent  re-inspections  in  many  cases,  is  around  550. 

The  effective  implementation  of  the  new  Offices  and  Shops  legislation  will 
obviously  increase  to  a  great  extent  the  existing  duties  and  responsibilities  of 
the  Public  Health  Inspectorate. 

The  Council  will  be  required  to  submit  an  Annual  Report  to  the  Ministry  of 
Labour  on  their  proceedings  under  the  Act. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

Renewal  licences  were  issued  for  the  keeping  of  two  premises  as  pet  shops. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  Corporation  water  undertaking  was  handed  over  to  the  South  Warwick¬ 
shire  Water  Board  on  the  1st  April,  1963.  Since  that  time  the  liaison  between 
the  Health  Department  in  common  with  other  departments  of  the  Council 
and  the  Water  Board  has  been  excellent,  particularly  since  the  local  foreman 
for  the  Water  Board  was  previously  the  Water  Foreman  for  the  Borough  Council. 

Fluoridation 

By  the  middle  of  the  year  the  Borough  Council,  after  full  discussion,  decided 
to  inform  the  County  Council  and  the  South  Warwickshire  Water  Board  that 
they  were  in  favour  of  the  fluoridation  of  the  Borough  water  supply. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  various  contracts  for  the  modernising  of  sewers  and  the  enlarging  of  the 
Sewage  Treatment  Works  at  Milcote  have  continued  during  the  year.  These 
contracts  are  divided  into  three  parts : 

1 .  Sewerage  contracts 

2.  Main  Pumping  Station 

3.  Sewage  Treatment  Works 

The  appalling  weather  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  greatly  retarded  work 
on  the  new  sewer.  Since  these  sewers  have  been  laid  through  the  middle  of  the 
town  there  have  been  considerable  difficulties  in  avoiding  damage  to  other 
services  below  ground.  By  the  end  of  January  the  work  at  the  Pumping  Station 
was  substantially  complete  and  all  was  ready  for  pumping  by  the  beginning 
of  April  and  the  Pumping  Station  was  brought  into  use.  The  new  treatment 
works  were  partially  brought  into  action  also  at  the  beginning  of  April.  Further 
work  continues  and  the  full  works  should  be  brought  into  use  in  1964. 

Arrangements  with  Other  Councils 

In  July,  1963,  an  agreement  was  completed  between  the  Borough  Council 
and  the  Rural  District  Council  of  Stratford-on-Avon  whereby  sewage  from  the 
Parishes  of  Binton,  Clifford  Chambers,  Luddington,  Old  Stratford  and  Drayton, 
Welford-on-Avon  and  Weston-on-Avon  could  be  treated  at  the  new  works  at 
Milcote.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  South  Warwickshire  Water  Board  took  over  the  responsibility  for  the 
supply  of  water  in  the  Rural  District  area  from  the  1st  April,  1963.  The  Board 
also  became  responsible  for  capital  schemes  from  that  date.  A  very  good  link 
has  been  forged  between  the  Health  Department  and  the  Water  Board. 

Winter  Weather 

The  Northern  Water  Scheme  was  considerably  held  up  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  by  the  bad  weather.  Work  on  the  scheme  had  to  be  closed  down  between 
the  21st  December  and  the  6th  February.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  main  laying 
was  laigely  completed. 

The  severe  weather  caused  considerable  dislocation  in  the  provision  of  water 
to  houses  in  a  number  of  places.  At  one  time  it  was  necessary  to  cart  water  to 
seven  paiishes  because  service  pipes  to  the  houses  were  frozen  underground. 

Fluoridation  of  Water  Supplies 

During  the  year  the  Rural  District  Council  have  agreed  to  recommend  to  the 
County  Council  and  South  Warwickshire  Water  Board  that  the  water  supplies 
in  the  area  should  be  fluoridated.  In  March  there  was  a  meeting  of  all  authorities 
taking  water  from  Birmingham  Corporation  Water  Department.  The  Birming¬ 
ham  scheme  would  be  relatively  simple  in  that  the  water  would  only  have  to  be 
dosed  at  one  point.  The  cost  was  thought  to  work  out  at  something  like  twopence 
per  head  population  per  annum. 
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Quality  of  Water 

Routine  sampling  of  water  supplies  has  shown  that  the  water  is  bacteriologi- 
cally  pure.  There  is  no  suggestion  of  plumbo  solvency. 

Trouble  has  still  been  experienced  in  certain  parts  of  the  Rural  District  which 
have  been  taking  water  from  the  Heath  End  boreholes.  As  has  been  leported 
previously  these  boreholes  are,  unfortunately,  infected  by  sulphur  reducing 
bacilli  and  at  times  the  water  has  had  an  unpleasant  smell  and  has  been  dis¬ 
coloured.  This  discoloration  is  due  to  the  corrosion  of  the  pipes  and  the  deposition 
of  iron  salts.  As  part  of  the  Northern  Water  Scheme  an  aeration  plant  is  being 
installed  at  the  pumping  station  and  when  this  is  brought  into  use,  the  tiouble 
should  be  remedied  at  source.  It  will  be  some  little  time,  however,  before  the 
deposit  in  the  mains  can  be  completely  flushed  out.  In  spite  of  the  water  being 
unpalatable,  bacteriologically  there  is  no  danger. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  question  of  providing  adequate  sewers  and  sewage  treatment  in  the 
Rural  District  has  been  frequently  discussed  by  the  Council  during  1963.  Quite 
considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  starting  schemes  and  planning  new 
schemes  during  the  year  and  the  position,  where  sewers  and  up-to-date  sewage 
treatment  are  concerned  in  the  various  villages  is  as  follows :

During  the  year  the  Health  Department  has  had  an  opportunity  to  report  to 
the  Council  giving  suggestions  for  the  priority  that  should  be  given  to  the  different 
villages  in  the  Rural  District.  This  priority  depends  on  two  main  considerations : 

1.  The  amount  of  nuisance  and  possible  danger  to  health  produced  by  inade¬ 
quate  sewage  treatment  and  sewerage  arrangements. 

2.  The  need  to  prepare  adequate  schemes  of  sewage  treatment  where  there 
is  likely  to  be  considerable  new  house  building.  Some  difficulty  has  been 
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experienced  over  the  years  because  these  guiding  principles  appear  to  have 
been  lost  sight  of. 

In  November,  in  consequence,  the  Council  adopted  the  following  order  for 
their  programme ; 

1.  That  schemes  for  Admington  and  Wootton  Wawen,  which  are  already  in 
an  advanced  stage  of  preparation,  be  completed  as  expeditiously  as  possible ; 

2.  That  schemes  be  then  prepared  for 

(a)  the  extension  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  at  Kineton,  where  additional 
Council  houses  are  to  be  erected,  and 

(b)  provision  of  new  sewage  works  or  the  extension  of  the  existing  works  at 
Hampton  Lucy,  the  existing  works  being  gravely  overloaded. 

3.  That,  subsequently,  consideration  b.;  given  to  the  preparation  of  schemes  for 
the  villages  of :

the  Surveyor  being  authorised  to  advance  the  preparation  of  a  scheme  for  a 
small  village  where  this  could  be  done  without  prejudice  to  any  larger  scheme.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


House  refuse  is  collected  fortnightly,  but  at  times  it  has  been  more  frequent 
in  several  parts  of  the  district.  Sixteen  men  are  employed  on  the  four  refuse 
vehicles.  The  retention  of  labour  is  still  most  difficult.  There  have  been  many 
staff  changes  during  the  year  and,  for  a  long  period,  vacancies  for  three  men. 

Two  of  the  refuse  vehicles  are  of  25  cubic  yards  and  two  of  11  cubic  yards 
capacity.  A  new  50  cubic  yards  vehicle  is  on  order  and  is  due  for  delivery  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  As  the  refuse  is  becoming  more  bulky  it  is  necessary  to  have  a 
larger  vehicle.  This  new  vehicle  is  a  replacement,  but  will  enable  a  vehicle  to  be 
kept  for  reserve  and  be  of  use  when  other  vehicles  are  being  maintained. 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  tipping  space  the  charge  of  15/-  ‘per  load  has  been 
maintained  for  tradespeople  depositing  material.  During  the  year  it  has  also 
been  necessary  to  carry  out  excavations  in  order  to  provide  covering  material 
and  additional  tipping  area  at  a  cost  of  £795.  One  man  is  employed  full-time  at 
the  tip  and  a  Chaseside  vehicle  is  in  use  there. 

The  estimated  actual  cost  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  for  1963/64  is 
£14,502,  less  £88  10s  for  tipping  charges. 


WARWICKSHIRE  CLEAN  AIR  COUNCIL 

A  smoke  filter  and  volumetric  sulphur  dioxide  apparatus  is  in  operation  at 
the  High  School,  Studley.  As  the  apparatus  is  not  in  use  during  school  holidays, 
the  results  obtained  are  of  doubtful  value. 

At  the  Alcester  Grammar  School  a  lead  peroxide  apparatus  is  installed. 


OFFICE,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963

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WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  three  main  sources  of  water  used  during  1963  were: 

(a)  The  East  Worcestershire  Waterworks  Company’s  supply  from  the  Bunter 
Sandstone  serving  the  northern  and  central  areas. 

(b)  The  Coventry  Corporation  supply  from  the  River  Severn  serves  Bidford-on- 
Avon  and  Salford  Priors,  which  parishes,  until  1957,  relied  upon  superficial 
gravel  deposits  for  their  water. 

(c)  Water  from  Snitterfield  in  Stratford-on-Avon  Rural  District  is  used  to 
serve  the  village  of  Wilmcote.  This  is  in  the  area  of  the  South  Warwickshire 
Water  Board. 

Supplies  during  the  year  have  been  ample  but,  unfortunately,  trouble  has 
still  been  experienced  in  the  southern  part  of  the  area  where  the  water  is  con¬ 
taminated  by  sulphur-reducing  bacilli.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Water  Board  will 
soon  implement  plans  to  aerate  the  water  being  drawn  from  the  Heath  End 
boreholes  at  Snitterfield  which  should  remedy  this  difficulty. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  year  1963  was  an  important  one  in  the  annals  of  the  Council  because  it 
saw  the  acceptance  of  tenders  for  the  main  sewerage  schemes  in  the  district,  i.e. 
for  Studley  township,  Alcester  township  (including  Arrow)  and  Bidford-on- 
Avon  township  (including  part  of  Salford  Priors). 

The  word  “  main  ”  is  used  above  in  connection  with  the  schemes  quite  deli¬ 
berately,  because  each  of  the  above-mentioned  projects  can,  and  it  is  hoped  will, 
later  be  extended  to  take  in  its  own  satellite  villages  except  in  the  case  of  Wilmcote 
which  is  having  its  own  separate  scheme  due  to  contours  favouring  its  drainage 
in  the  direction  of  Stratford-on-Avon.  To  explain  this  further  I  will  take  each 
township  as  a  heading  and  make  some  comments. 

Studley 

The  contract  price  for  a  works  improvement  and  enlargement  scheme  was 
£148,779,  but  the  arrangement  of  the  site  and  planning  is  such  as  to  allow 
considerable  works  extensions  to  permit  sewage  to  be  treated  from  Mapple- 
borough  Green,  Hardwick,  The  Slough,  Astwood  Bank,  Samboume,  Middle- 
town,  Haydon  Way  and  Spernal. 

Alcester  (Including  Arrow) 

Here  a  completely  new  scheme  was  decided  upon,  making  the  present  sewers 
and  works  redundant,  and  the  contract  price  was  £350,743.  Again,  component 
make-up  is  such  that  major  works  extensions  will  be  possible  to  accept  sewage 
from  Little  Alne,  Great  Alne,  Aston  Cantlow,  Coughton,  Haselor,  Walcot. 

Bidford-on-Avon  (Including  Salford  Priors) 

This  third  main  centre  is  different  again  in  the  nature  of  the  work  to  be  done. 
Whereas  the  Studley  scheme  was  to  be  enlarged  and  the  Alcester  scheme  entirely 
renewed  the  Bidford-on-Avon  scheme  made  use  of  existing  sewers  but  needed 
an  entirely  new  disposal  works,  none  existing  at  all  until  now.  The  cost  of  the 
work,  as  per  the  contract  price  was  £233,578,  and  the  nature  of  the  scheme  will 
allow  it  to  be  built  up  to  accommodate  the  sewage  from  Abbots  Salford,  Dun- 
nington.  Cock  Bevington,  Iron  Cross,  Marlcliff,  Barton,  Exhall,  Ardens  Grafton, 
Broom,  Wixford. 

The  Wilmcote  scheme,  at  an  approximate  cost  of  £40,000,  is  to  commence  in 
1964  (its  construction  is  well  forward  at  the  time  of  writing  and  so  is  the  work 
at  Studley,  Alcester  and  Bidford-on-Avon). 
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The  Alcester  Rural  District  Council  System 

Restricting  the  treatment  of  sewage  to  three  centres  is  obviously  a  progressive 
method.  It  could  be  bettered  by  having  only  two  centres  or  even  one,  but  that 
was  considered  by  the  Council  many  years  ago  and  rejected. 

The  Alcester  Rural  District  Council  method  of  only  three  works  differs  from 
the  system  used  by  many  authorities  and,  indeed,  will  prove  expensive  in  capital 
costs  as  might  be  expected  when  a  number  of  small  villages  and  scattered  hamlets 
are  brought  together. 

However,  the  Council  hope  that  much  economy  and  efficiency  will  eventually 
result  by  restricting  the  number  of  purification  works  and  making  use  of  standard 
fully  automatic  pumping  plants. 

All  the  plant  and  equipment  can,  it  is  hoped,  be  kept  in  good  operational 
order  by  a  minimum  of  employees  who  will  be  kept  fully  occupied. 

This  is  not  in  any  way  to  decry  other  methods  with  each  community  having 
its  own  related  works  at  a  respectable  distance.  That,  very  often,  is  the  only 
method,  but  Alcester  Rural  District  Council  is  strategically  suited  to  the  system 
to  be  adopted,  with  the  outer  triangle  formed  by  Evesham,  Redditch  and  Strat- 
ford-on-Avon  enclosing  the  inner  one  of  Bidford-on-Avon,  Studley  and  Alcester. 

Capital  Costs 

Reference  was  made  to  the  expense  to  be  incurred.  By  a  simple  calculation 
it  can  be  seen  that  the  above  nuclei  works,  plus  those  for  Wilmcote,  on  tender 
prices,  are  costing  £773,000. 

However,  since  the  original  schemes  were  prepared,  development  proceeded 
speedily  and  in  great  excess  of  the  current  estimates.  This  will  mean  a  further 
£150,000  approximately  will  have  to  be  spent  before  the  initial  schemes  can  be 
said  to  be  complete. 

The  later  extensions  and  sewer  laying  work  to  bring  in  the  twenty-four  addi¬ 
tional  small  Communities  will  cost  somewhere  between  a  half  and  three  quarters 
of  a  million  pounds. 

Altogether,  therefore,  the  Alcester  Rural  District  Council  will  eventually  be 
incurring  expenditure  of  at  least  in  the  region  of  £1,500,000. 

Order  of  Priority 

Considerable  explanation  has  been  given  above  in  order  to  show  why  the 
grouping  of  the  drainage  priorities  for  the  thirty  communities  in  the  district 
cannot  quite  follow  the  grouping  put  forward  for  other  Council  areas.  Suffice 
it  to  say  that  the  Alcester  idea  was  to  prepare  a  master  plan  with  carefully 
designed  components  and  to  slot  them  into  position  accurately  and  regularly 
until  the  whole  complex  has  been  completed.

1 .  Drains  and  Sanitary  Accommodation 


Some  further  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  with  the  provision  of 
water  closets  and  the  alteration  and  improvement  of  drainage  systems.  Several 
of  the  village  sewerage  schemes  have  now  been  completed  and  the  Council’s 
policy  of  having  drains  modernised  and  the  foul  and  surface  water  separated  at 
the  same  time  as  the  sewers  are  installed  has  paid  dividends  in  that  those  villages 
have  full  and  modem  systems  to  all  houses  where  the  sewers  are  available. 

Work  on  other  properties  has  also  gone  apace  especially  where  the  houses 
are  improved  and  although  in  some  cases  septic  tank  systems  have  to  be  tolerated 
the  drains  have  been  so  constructed  as  to  be  readily  adaptable  to  the  new  sewerage 
systems  as  they  are  completed. 

Sketch  plans  are  now  filed  of  the  private  drains  to  almost  all  the  houses  in 
the  area  and  these  are  invaluable  in  modernising  systems  as  the  sewerage  schemes 
proceed. 

2.  Refuse  Collection 

The  collection  of  refuse  in  Shipston-on-Stour  is  made  every  week  and  the 
scheme  is  to  be  improved  in  the  villages  so  that  a  collection  is  made  every 
fortnight.  It  was  hoped  that  the  Council  would  adopt  a  full  weekly  collection

and  the  proposed  purchase  of  a  large  fore  and  aft  tipper  collecting  vehicle  is  a 
step  in  this  direction.  It  is  probable  that  the  full  scheme  will  be  in  operation 
sometime  in  1965. 

The  older  tips  have  now  been  completed,  levelled  off  and  returned  to  agriculture 
and  all  tipping  is  now  carried  out  at  the  disused  railway  cutting  outside  Shipston- 
on-Stour  and  the  filling  of  a  quarry  at  Long  Compton.  The  Council  employ  a 
man  with  a  Bristol  bulldozer  to  keep  the  tips  levelled  off  and  covered  so  far  as 
is  practical.  The  tips  are  regularly  treated  for  vermin  and  spraying  with  insecti¬ 
cides  is  carried  out  twice  a  day  in  the  appropriate  periods.  Little  nuisance  is 
created  and  no  serious  complaints  have  been  received. 

3.  Nightsoil  Collection 

Some  of  the  older  cottages  in  the  unsewered  villages  have  pail  closets  and  the 
contents  are  buried  in  gardens.  There  are  no  cesspools  and  there  is  no  call  for 
nightsoil  collection. 

4.  Camping  and  Caravan  Sites 

Except  for  one  site  occupied  under  a  licence  from  the  Caravan  Club  for  five 
caravans  there  are  no  sites  in  the  area  for  general  use.  At  individual  premises 
there  are  14  single  sites  licensed  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act,  1960.  All  have  been  approved  and  are  satisfactory  as  regards 
hard  standings,  sanitary  accommodation  and  water  supply.  Storage  space  and 
refuse  bins  are  provided  at  each  caravan  and  the  conditions  of  the  Act  are 
strictly  imposed  to  ensure  that  there  is  nothing  detrimental  to  the  amenities  of 
the  area. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 

Ice-Cream  Premises 

There  has  been  no  cause  for  complaint  regarding  the  sale  of  ice-cream  in  the 
area  and  most  of  the  registered  premises  sell  only  pre-packed  ice-cream.  The 
premises  are  inspected  regularly  in  order  to  see  that  hygienic  conditions  are 
maintained.  The  position  is  as  under:

Bakehouses 

The  two  bakehouses  in  the  area  are  both  being  maintained  in  a  satisfactory 
condition  and  a  good  standard  of  hygiene  practised. 

Fish  Friers 

Fish  frying  is  carried  out  at  two  premises  and  is  ancillary  to  the  sale  of  wet 

fish.  The  frying  of  fish  is  carried  out  only  once  or  twice  per  week  and  no 

complaints  have  been  made  regarding  smell.  The  premises  are  satisfactory. 

Sausage  Manufacture 

There  are  seven  butchers  in  the  district  who  make  sausages  as  an  ancillary  to 
the  normal  retail  trade.  The  premises  are  registered. 

Inns,  Public  Houses  and  Hotels 
Number  of  licensed  premises,  28. 

The  licensed  premises  are  being  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition, 
following  the  general  improvement  of  the  properties  and  equipment.  Little 
work  is  now  outstanding  and  the  position  is  reasonably  satisfactory.

We  are, 
however,  kept  informed  of  cancellations  and  new  licences  issued,  by  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  County  Health  Department.

The  Council  employ  a  full-time  rodent  operative  to  carry  out  the  Prevention 
of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  under  the  direction  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  whole  of  the  area  is  served  with  water  from  public  mains,  with  the 
exception  of  outlying  farm  premises  on  the  surrounding  hills.  The  water  is 
obtained  in  bulk  from  the  North  Cotswold  Water  Board,  the  Stratford-on-Avon 
Rural  District  Council  and  from  springs  at  Ebrington  owned  by  the  Council. 
The  water  feeds  to  six  service  reservoirs  and  there  are  five  electrically-operated 
and  automatically-controlled  booster  stations.  Most  houses  have  water  laid  on 
into  the  house  and  at  the  outlying  premises  private  piped  supplies  are  used. 

The  whole  water  scheme  was  handed  over  to  and  is  now  administered  by 
the  South  Warwickshire  Water  Board.  No  shortages  were  complained  of  during 
the  year. 

Quality  of  Water  Supplies 

The  water  is  chlorinated  at  the  sources  by  the  supplying  authorities  and  is 
regularly  tested  and  analysed  by  those  authorities.  Where  water  is  supplied 
privately  regular  attention  and  strict  control  is  maintained. 

Analysis  of  Water  Supplies 

Twelve  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  and  analysed  during  the  year  and  in 
all  cases  the  water  was  found  to  be  of  a  satisfactory  quality. 

Action  in  Respect  of  Contamination 

A  portable  Wallace  and  Tiernan  chlorinator  is  available  for  emergency  use 
and  stocks  of  chlorine  are  kept. 

Plumbo  Solvency 

All  the  water  is  hard  and  there  is  no  risk  of  plumbo  solvency  action.  Few 
pipes  in  the  area  are  of  lead  on  account  of  the  active  condition  of  the  clay  soil. 
Most  internal  pipes  are  of  copper  or  iron. 

SEWERAGE 

The  Council  continue  their  efforts  to  progressively  sewer  the  villages  in  the 
area  and  several  schemes  have  been  completed  in  the  past  few  years.  The  scheme 
for  the  sewering  of  Pillerton  Priors,  Pillerton  Hersey  and  Butlers  Marston  has 
now  been  approved  and  will  be  put  out  to  tender  in  1964.  The  Council’s 
consulting  engineers  have  progressed  with  the  preparation  of  the  joint  scheme  to 
serve  the  villages  of  Armscote,  Blackwell,  Darlingscote,  Newbold-on-Stour  and 
Tredington,  together  with  Halford  and  Honington,  all  of  which  will  be  drained 
to  a  new  sewage  disposal  works  at  Shipston-on-Stour.  The  old  town  works  will 
be  abandoned  and  a  complete  new  disposal  plant  installed.  Improvements  are 
to  be  made  to  the  town  outfall  sewer.  This  scheme  is  also  designed  to  take  in 
the  villages  of  Burmington,  Barcheston,  Willington  and  Tidmington. 

A  scheme  is  being  prepared  for  the  village  of  Oxhill  and  it  has  now  been 
decided  to  take  in  the  village  of  Whatcote  and  fresh  details  are  being  prepared. 

An  outline  programme  has  been  prepared  for  the  sewering  of  the  remaining 
villages  and  hamlets  in  the  area.  These  are  small  schemes  where  populations 
range  from  32  to  180, 

In  all  the  Council’s  schemes  the  re-draining  of  dwellings  and  the  separating 
of  surface  water  is  undertaken  by  the  contractor  constructing  the  sewers,  with 
the  result  when  new  works  are  commissioned  all  existing  house  drains  are 
connected  to  the  new  sewers  and  the  draining  of  the  village  and  the  properties 
therein  is  100  per  cent  complete.  This  avoids  the  lengthy  process  of  serving  the 
many  notices  and  often  enforcing  owners  to  re-connect  and  modernise  their 
drainage  systems.
